Tn some respects matters are even worse in 
Rossia than they were in pre-revolationary 
France, because the Tsar's Empire is still deep- 
ly involved in a tremendous foreign conflict, 
from which apparently it has not the resolution 
to extricate itself, though every hope of suc- 
cess has disappeared. In the meanwhile, all 
classes of the population are in a ferment. Tbe 
proletariat of St. Peterabarg is actively sedi. 
tious, andis only kept from farious manifesta- 
tion of violence by the pressure of, 
whelming military force. 

As it was in France also, the ig 
are on the side of the insurrection, All that 
there is of professional and mercantile ability 
is against the autocracy. The lawyers, doctors, 
professors, students, and financiers sympathise 
with the liberal movement: The journalists, 
except those who are kept by the Government, 
are strongly on the same side. Last week the 
Union of Russian Journalists chartered a river 
steamer, and cruised about the Neva for six 
hours, in order to hold a meeting secure from 
police intervention. They yoted in favor of 
the immediate convocation of a constituent

It is one of 
the misfortanes of Russia that it has 00 
natural leaders. The aristocracy have not been 
allowed to take their part in the direction of

y owners. Nobody has any confidence in 
the fatare, and it is indeed hard to see where 
salvation is to be found for a coantry in this 
condition of disorganisation.. Perhaps the best 
hope for Russia is that the Revolution my 
come soon, and come, so far as may b¢, 
without bloodshed.
